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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 1-12 and 18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 1, a search of the prior art does not disclose or reasonably suggest a 
method of fabricating an organic thin-film transistor comprising a substrate and an organic 
semiconductor layer, wherein the organic semiconductor layer is obtained by controlling 
temperature of the substrate to 30°C or higher and 65°C or lower and vacuum-depositing 
tetradecafluoropentacene (C22F14) on the substrate at 1*10" 4 pascals or lower. 

Regarding claim 12, a search of the prior art does not disclose or reasonably suggest a 
method of fabricating an organic thin-film transistor comprising a substrate and an organic 
semiconductor layer, wherein the organic semiconductor layer is obtained by controlling 
temperature of the substrate to 24°C or higher and 65°C or lower and vacuum-depositing 
dodecafluoronaphthacene (Ci 8 Fi 2 ) on the substrate at 1*10" 4 pascals or lower. 

Regarding claim 18, a search of the prior art does not disclose or reasonably suggest a n 
organic thin-film transistor comprising a substrate and thin films of gate electrode, gate 
insulating film, organic semiconductor layer, and source and drain electrodes stacked on the 
substrate in order, wherein the thin film of organic semiconductor layer is 
dodecafluoronaphthacene (Ci 8 Fi 2 ).
